While traveling on the Gold Coast
of Africa H. H. J. Bell noticed in the
tushes a singular looking white flow-
er with a blue center. Stopping to
examine it he found, to his astonish.
ment, that it was not a flower at all,
but a spider’s web, and that the sup-
posed light blue heart of the flower
waus the spider itself lying in wait for
its prey. The lege of the cunning
spider, vellow, mottled with brown,
were extended in such a way as to
resemble the divisions between the
pitals of the flower.

The web itself, very delicately
woven into a rosette pattern, was
white, and the threads that suspend-
ed it from the bushes were so fine as
to be almost invisible. The whole
thing had the appearance of being
suspended in the air upon astem con
cealed beneath.

When Mr. Bell knocked the spider
from its perch into a white gauze net,
his surprise was increased upon see
ing his captive instantly torn from
blue to white. Its former mimicry
had been practiced as a spare; now it
was playing a similar game for the
gake of concealment.

But the end of the performance
was not yet reached. When Mr, Bell
shook his captive, ita body again
changed color, becoming this time of
a dull greéenish brown. Later he cap-
tured auother large specimen of the
gume species of spider; whose flower
web resembled an orchid. Thisspider
exhibited the same remarkable power
of ehanging its color.

A Veteran's Many Wounds.

It has oecurred to mno obituary
writer to notice Lord Napier of Mag
dala's utter indifference to wounds
and the wonderful celerity of his re
covery of them. Two of his wounds
he had not carved to notice at all in
his record of services furnished to
Hart's army list,

He was geverely wounded at Fero-
zeshah in December, 1845, but had re-
covered in time to take part in the
battle of Scbranon seven weeks later.

Before Mooltan in the middle of
September, 1848, a cannon shot all
but took off his leg, but he was
marching and fighting again by the
second week in November.

On the 12th of January following
he was severely wounded in the
trenches, but he was able to march
several hundred miles across the
country and fight at Gujrat one
month later to a day.

He was shot in the leg at the first
relief of Lucknow, but nevertheless
rode out next day and brought in the
rear guard, after which throughout
the blockade he did continuous and
arduous service. At the second re-
lief he was severely wounded, but
this did not hinder hum from taking
up the asctive duty of chief engineer
at the Alumbagh a few days latey.—
London World.
